LONDON, April 4.—(Reuters)—Radar scientists, delighting in 
making their invention play tricks, now have made it “talk” and given 
it a memory. 

Demonstrated at the final session of the London Radio Location 
convention yesterday was the AF (automatic following) device 

WHEN RADAR WARNING of approaching aircraft is received 
AF’s operator presses a button, and the little box of tricks immedi- 
ately swings out its aerials, quickly finding the intruder. A green light 
flashes on and from then the aircraft is in AF's grip. If the plane goes 
behind another object, AF memorizes speed and course and the aerials 
are ready to receive it when it comes out of its hiding. 

The aerial can begin to follow a target once it is within just less 
than four miles, and by the time it has reached a distance of three 
miles the guns coupled to AF are tracking their prey.

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Veterans’ Homes First 


Municipal authorities have been given 
power to refuse permits for the erection of 
other types of buildings where they think 
this would help the building of houses. 
Where such permits have been already is- 
sued they may be recalled where that is de- 


sirable for the same purpose. 

And in the building of houses precedence 
is to be given to homes for veterans, whether 
the building is done by veterans themselves 
or by a Government agency. 

Inevitably this will be disappointing to 
many who have planned commercial or in- | 
dustrial buildings, or houses for civilian use. 
That is to be regretted for there is a wide 
demand for both business space and civilian 
homes. But if available materials and labor 
are to be channeled into the job of housing 
the returned men and their families others 
will have to wait. 

It does not of course follow that only vet- 
erans’ homes can be built anywhere. The | 
municipal councils are not told to clamp 
down on permits for other types of buildings. 
They are told that they can do this where 
necessary to prevent delay in getting vet- 
erans’ houses built. That leaves the councils 
to exercise their judgment in the light of 
local conditions, 


Something Wrong 


There have been three traffic fatalities 
in Edmonton since New Year’s. But the acci- | 
dents in which deaths have occurred make 
up only a trifling fraction of the accidents 
reported in which death threatened the life 
of some person or the lives of more than one. 
The three could have been thirty, from the 
same number of mishaps. 

Whatever the reason or reasons, Edmon- 
ton is not meeting the hazards of increasing 
street traffic with success. It is true that ac- 
cidents are of daily occurrence also in Cal- 
gary. That has nothing to do with the case. 
Street safety in Edmonton is Edmonton’s 
problem. We are not handling it well. 

The rush of summer, holiday and tourist 
traffic has yet to come. It will multiply acci- 
dent liability many times, Unless the present 
accident ratio is cut down the toll of fatalities 
and injuries must reach a horrifying total 
for the year. This is the time to see what can 
be done to cut down that ratio. 

Inordinate street accident tolls can usu- 
ally be traced to one or more of four con- 
tributory factors: 

1. Inadequate traffic laws. 

2. Failure of the police to enforce the 
laws rigidly enough. 

3. Failure of the courts to impose penal- 
ties sufficiently severe to induce caution on 
the part of motorists. 

4. Careless pedestrians. 

It is not the function of newspapers to 
offer advice that can only come with good 
ated from experts. Certainly it is not the 

mction of this newspaper to analyse the 
cause of the traffic situation which produces 
8o many accidents in Edmonton. 

But it is the duty of a newspaper to | 
point out that the life of one person is | 
of infinitely more value than any or all the 
factors involved in the entire transportation 
system of a city. And to urge that all prac- 
ticable means be taken to make the streets 
of a city safe. 

Something is wrong with Edmonton's 
traffic system. It is up to the police depart- 
ment and the city council to find out what 
it is and to put it right. 


An Iniquitous Clause 


The new Canadian Citizenship Bill, now 
before the House of Commons, will clarify a 
great many points of citizenship which have 
been doubtful in the past. On the whole it is | 
good legislation. But there is one clause in it, 
relating to qualifications for naturalization, 
which is so iniquitous that it almost nullifies 
whatever merits the act possesses, 

This dangerous and absurd clause pro- 
vides that, other qualifications being satis- 
factory, an alien may become a Canadian 
citizen without an “adequate” knowledge of | 
the English or French languages if he has 
resided in this country for 20 years. 

Nothing could be more unwise, 

It is bad enough for the unity and educa- 
tional standards of Canada that the alter- 
native use of two languages is permissible. 
That a person may become a citizen without 
a working knowledge of either of these two 
languages is intolerable. This regulation will | 
only serve to perpetuate the parochialism | 
with which groups of foreign-born gather | 
into isolated communities and refuse to be- 
come an actual part of the national life of 
Canada. 

One would think that, instead of qualify- 
ing a man for citizenship, 20 years residence 
in the country without learning the language 
of Canadians would definitely disqualify 
him, For anyone who lives here for twenty 
years without learning English or French is 
merely a perpetual alien who seeks the pri- | 
vileges of Canadian citizenship without the | 
assumption of its responsibilities, 

This clause will encourage hyphenate | 
Canadianism. It will debase educational | 


standards. It will retard Canadian unity. It | 


will cheapen citizenship, 


Production Is Vital 


There is no surprise element in Mr. 
Isley’s warning that the cost of living will 
show a “modest” increase as price ceilings 
have to be raised on certain commodities in 
order to stimulate production. That in the 
nature of things has to be expected. So long 
as the increase is only “modest” no fault can 
be found. 

Goods cannot be produced at a loss, and 
will not be produced unless there is a profit 
to the producer. Where dearer materials or 
higher wages have forced production costs 
upward enough to squeeze out the chance of 
a profit, it is obvious what must happen un- 
less prices are also allowed to move upward 
in proportion. 

Production in such circumstances must 
peter out, and the commodity in question be- 
come harder and harder to get. If we want 
goods we shall have to pay what it costs to 
produce them plus a fair return to the pro- 
ducer on his investment and for his enter- 
prise. When it becomes a choice between an 
increased price and no supplies, there is only 
one thing to do—permit and pay the in- 
crease, 

This statement does not, the Minister 
was careful to say, signify any general lift- 
ing of price ceilings, much less the abandon- 
ment of controls. The restriction is to be 
eased only where the present limit is found 
to be throttling production or preventing 
an expansion of production that is actually 
needed. So long as this rule is adhered to 
there can be no “inflation”, for prices will 


end result will be supplies where now there 
are shortages. 

Concurrently the Prices Board an- 
nounced that this rule is being applied to 
permit an advance of 25 cents in the manu- 
facturers’ prices of men’s and boys’ shirts, 
pyjamas and underwear. If retail prices are 
affected at all, this will be the maximum. 
These articles are and have been scarce, par- 
ticularly in the cheaper grades. If so moder- 
ate an increase in price will bring them again 
onto the shelves of the retail stores in quan- 
tity, it would be folly to hold the ceiling 
where it has been. 

The Board also notes that no important 
price changes followed the lifting of the 
ceilings on a number of ‘commodities in Feb- 
ruary. Since no further easing of the control 
has been made in these items, the inference 
is that producers have responded by step- 
ping up their output. Apparently the rule

| WASHINGTON, April 4—(AP)— 
President Truman said yesterday 
civilian production in the United 
States has zoomed to record heights, 
but warned that prolongation of 
the coal strike would wipe out that 
progress. 

The output of goods and services 
“is still going up” after attaining 
a level higher “than ever before 
in the nation’s history,” Mr, True- 
man reported. Employment is 
“building up steadily” and wage 
payments have climbed back to 
near the VJ-Day level despite 
strikes, 

The president issued his state- 
ment in releasing, at a press con- 
ference, a quarterly report prepar- 
ed by Reconversion Director John 
F. Snyder. 

MR. SNYDER SAID civilian pro- 
duction had hit a $150,000,000,000 
annual rate in the quarter just 
closed—“unprecedented in our 
peacetime history’—and would go 
“several billion dollars” higher by 
mid-year. He went on: 

The jobless now number around 
3,000,000, will not average more 
than 3,500,000 in the next three 
months. This compares with of- 
| ficial fears of 8,000,000 out of work 
by summer. 

The federal budget will show a 
deficit “several billion dollars less” 
than the $26,000,000,000 gap fore- 
seen by Mr. Truman in his January 
budget message.

New Homes For Old 


The town of Jasper, nestling in the heart of the Canadian Rockies, and long known In- 
ternationally as the home of Jasper Park Lodge, played a very important part in re- 
search and development for the British War Office during World War II. Patricia Lake, 
at the foot of Pyramid Mountain, was the scene of experiments conducted in great sec- 
recy for operation “Habbakuk.” ‘This consisted of the manufacture of special ice blocks 
containing fibre for strength and the intention was to construct an ice ship for use in 
the sea lanes of the Atlantic from which planes could operate against submarines. Pic- 
ture No, 1 shows the scene of the experiment with Pyramid Mountain in the background. 
No. 2 shows the making of the ice blocks with large fans maintaining circulation. No.3 
shows the construction of the “Shell of Secrecy” surrounding the great secret. No, 4 
shows the master drawing of what one of the ships would have looked like had the plan 
been completed.
